
SENATE RESOLUTION

WHEREAS, The members of the Illinois Senate are saddened to

learn of the death of Judge Stanley J. Roszkowski of Rockford,

who passed away on July 7, 2014; and

WHEREAS, Judge Roszkowski was born in Boonville, New York

on January 27, 1923 to Anna and Joseph Roszkowski; he spent

most of his early years in Royalton; during World War II, he

served as a nose gunner on a B-24 for the United States Army

Air Corps, flying 34 missions in the European Theater;

following the war, he earned his bachelor's degree in 1949, and

his law degree in 1954, both from the University of Illinois at

Urbana-Champaign; and

WHEREAS, Judge Roszkowski was nominated to the United

States District Court in 1977 by President Jimmy Carter; for 7

years he heard cases in Chicago full-time and in Rockford

part-time; he advocated a permanent court in Rockford to better

serve the area, and in November of 1984, he was assigned to

become the first full-time district court judge of the Northern

District of Illinois's Western Division; he served in this

capacity until his retirement in 1998; after his retirement, he

continued to work for many years as a mediator; prior to his

time on the bench, he worked for 22 years as a trial lawyer in

Rockford; and
